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A VVORD 


To the people of the world, who hates the light, to be witneſſed by the 

- light in them all ; wherein is ſhewed unto them, what the lipht is 
which u« the Condemnation of the world with its deeds , an what 
the Spirit of truth is, and what it leads them into, who are led Ly 
it ; and what the ſpirit of errour #,and what it leads them into,who 
are lead by it 3 and alſo they are here exhorted torepent whiles they 
have the light, to believe and walkin the light, leaſt darkneſs come 
upon them,and they into it be caſt , where there ſhall be weeping and 


gnaſhing of teeth. Alſo a few Queries to ſuch profeſſors as ſtumbles 
at the Light, the Word, the Kingdom , and Spirit of God within, 


and tell people that none Cay be free from ſin in this life , and yet 
ſay that they own the Scriptures, | 


and the whole World lieth in wickedneſs, 1 Fobn 5.19. and this is 

the Condemnation of rhe World, that light is come into the World, 

and men love the darkneſs rather then the light, becauſe cheir deeds 

are evil (faith Chriſt) John 3. 199 20. and every one that doth e- 

vil haterh the light . neither comerh he to the lighe leaſt his deeds ſhould be 
reproved for all things that are reproved are made manifeſt by the light,for 
whatſoever doth make manifeſt, the ſame is light, Eph.5.13. and Chriſt 
Jeſus he is the true light,wch lighteth every man that cometh into theWorld, 
John *, 9. Drunkard, rhou haſt a light given thee which comes from Chriſt, 
and that is rhe light which lets thee ſee that thou ſhould not be drunk ; fo 
here thou haſt learned thy Condemnation (which is the light) (wearer,and 
lyar,and fighter, and quarreler, thou haſt a light given thee which comes from 
Chriſt Cwho ſaith, ſwear not at all) and with this light, thou ſeeſt thou 
ſhouldſt not ſwear, nor lye, nor fighr, nor — for the light in thee wit- 
neſfeth againſt theſe things; ſo here thou haſt 'earned thy condemnation (the 
light) ſcoffer, and ſcorner, and mocker, and\Jayler, and curſed ſpeaker, and 
fooliſh jeaſter, and vain-talker,' and cuzener,and cheater, the light thar ſhines 
in thy. Conſcience , though thou cannot comprehend ir (Febn 1. 5.) becanſe 
thou art darkneſs, it is pure andeternal, and never conſented unto evil, 
but ſtood and ſtands a witneſs for God,againft all evil, (Mark Jthis lighr,this 
pure witneſs oftentimes hath appeared and doth appear unto thee,& in thee, 
and lets thee plainly fee that thou ſhouldſt not a& any of theſe evils before- 
mentioned, and it; often checks and reproves in ſecrer , when thou doſt fo 
a&; fo here thou haſt learned what Condemns thee (which is the light} 
Eph.5. 5,13. proud one, wanton one, luſtful one, coyerous one (whoart an 
Idolater) and backbiter, and whoremonger,and gamer, and porter, and pro- 
hane one, who walkeſt on in laſciviouſneſs, and excels of the Creatures, 
in revellings, Banquetings, and abominable Idolatries, and whoever tou be 
that a&s any manner of unrightcouſacls whatſoever, it 15 fin, agd it is of the 
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[ : is come into the World , and the World hates it, Jobn 8. 12.

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Devil z but the light that lighteth every man that cometh into the World, 
that is the Son of God, who is made manifeſt for this very end that he might 
deſtroy the works of the Devilz! Zohn 3.8. and he(mark)the Son of God, hath 

iven thee a meaſure of his light, and chat is the meaſure of his lighe in thee, 
which lers thee ſce that thou ſhouldſt nor at any of theſe abominarions be» 
fore-menriened, bur ir oft appears in thee to convince thee of thy evil deeds, 
and reproves thee, and Judgeth thee for thy wickedneſs 3 ſa here thou haſt 
Jearned thy Condemnation, which is the light, which makes manifeſt unto 
thee thy aboginations. 

And thou who makes a Profeſſion of the Saints words, but arr found to be 
out of their life, and in thy dark carnal mind and imagjoations runs into 
their words (the Scriptures) and calls them the Word of Gad, .and thy rule, 
and rhe way to know-God (and yet thou liveſt contrary to the Scriptures , 
and art out of the knowledge of God, whom to know iis life eterna]) Mark, 
the light wherewith thou art inlightned withal, it comes (rom Chrift (who 
lighteth every man that cometh into the World, and his Name is calicd 
the Word of God, Rev.19.13, and he js the way ta Gad, and no man 
knowerth the Father fave the Son, and he ro whomfaever the Son will reveal 
him) Matth.1 1. 27. and this light which comes from the Sen of God,ofecn 
times appears in thee , and ſhews thee that rhou art cur of the Saints life 
(rhough chou profeſs their Words) and the light lers thee ſee that rhou are 
a thief and a robber, and art climbing vp another way (in thy imaging- 
tious) then by the door, (John 10 1.) which is Chrift (from whence the 
light doth come) and this light in thee which makes manifeſt to thee thy 
condition , it oftentimes confounds thee and thy imaginations (which thou 
haſt raiſed ovt of thy dark mind, concerning the Scriptures, which were 
given forth in the rrue light) and thelighr ofrenrimes convinceth, reproverh 
and Judgeth thee of and for thy hypocriſy, and diflimulation, and feigned 
love, and humilicy , and will-worſhip,, and lets thee fee that thy worſhip is 
not that worſhip which the Lord requireth, for that is in the Spirit and in the 
trath which God requireth, John 4, 22,23,24. and thou being out of the 
light (nor being guided by ic) arcour of the Spirit, for the Spirit is light, 
and the light is the rruth , and ſo our of the true worthip in the falſe, wor- 
ſhipping thou knows not what; ſo here with the true light thou art con» 
demned, and fo haſt learned but thy Condemnation. 

Therefore all people, both, ”oung and ofd, high and low, rich and poor, 
bond and free, who yet lives it any of theſe evil deeds bcforementioned, 
mind that which makes manifeſt your evil deeds unto you, which is the mea- 
ſure of the pure God, which he hath given you to profit withal , and this 
meaſure jn you convincerh you of fin, and reproves you for itz - now mind 
ro ſtand in that which doth convince, for that is the power, and as yon 
ſtand and believe in that which doth convince you,it will lead you into true 
repentance never to be repented of, 2 Cor.7. 10. for it will bring you to re- 
pent of, and to forſake all yaur evil deeds and hard ſpeeches ( Jud. 1 5.) which 
you will ſee in the light(which never conſented unto fin)that you have ated 
and ſpoken againſt the living God , ſo believe in the light which ſhews you 
fin and evil; and wait in the light as it ariſeth and appears in you, to ſhew 
you your eſtates and conditions; now if you belfeve in the light, and wait in 
ir, you will come to receive power from Chriſt (from whence the light doth 
come) to overcome evil, and ro withſtand the remprer, when he appears

tofrempt you to evil, and the light (eter it) will preferye yo out of 
the evil, and lead you our of the death and loſs ther yeare in, unto Chriſt the 
life and Saviour of the ſoy]. 

Bur if you hare the Light (which ſhews you fin and evil) you hate 
Chriſt, for lam the light ſaich Chriſt, John 8: 12. and if you hate the lighr, 
you hate the way to the Father, for I am the way to the Father faith Chriſt 
who is the light, John 14, 6. and if you hate the light, you hare the truth, 
and you hate the life, for I am the truth and the life ſaith Chriſt the true 
lighr, wholighreth every man that cometh into the World, John 1, 9. and 
12 46. andif you hate the light, you hate the Covenant of God, for I will 
give him for a Covenant to the people, and for a light to the Gentiles ſairh 
God, [ſay 42. 6. and 49. 6, and if you hate the light you hate the power, for 
all power is given unto me both in Heaven and in earth,ſaith Chriſt the lighr, 
Matth.28. 18. and if you kate the light you hate the Word of God, and fo 
you hate God and Chriſt Cwho are one, lohn10. 39.) Mark, for in the be- 
ginning was the Word,and the Word was wich God,and the Word was God, 
all chings were made by ir, and without it nothing was made that was made, 
in it waslife , (Mark, in the Word was life,) and the life Cof the Word ) 
was the light of men; and [bn a man ſent of God bare % itneſs of the light, 
that all men through him might believe (Mark ) through him, who lightech 
every man thar cometh into the world , ohn 1. 1.2,3,4,5,7,8,9. and God is 
light, 1 John 1.5. and God and Chriſt are one, Iobn 10, 30+ 11hns.7. 

So you that be turned from the light Cwhich ſhews you fin and evil, mark 
what youare turned from Jyou are turned from the way,and from the truth, 
and from the life, and from the Covenant of God, and from the Power of 
God, and from the Werd of God, and ſo from God and Chriſt, from whence 
the light doth come, and into the darkneſs you are rurned and gone, and the 
prince of darkneſs ruleth in yon (Eph.z.2. that ſo you cannct find any 
power over your own perverſe wills, nor over your lufts, nor over any fin 
there, being gone from the lighr in your cwn particulars, in which light if you 
b<lieved and waited in it, you would receive power to overcome fin, but you 
not believing in the light, you believe in him who leads yon from the powec 
of Godinto fin, and there he perſwades you rhat you muſt live (in fin) fo 
long as you live upon the earth, %& you have believed & received this doctrine 
of him, and you teach it ro others, and fo are become the Devils miniſters , 
and ſo you deny the end ior which the Son of God was made manifeſt, which 
was to deſtroy the works of the Devil, anc #o rake away ſin, 1 Iohn 3.8. 
Matth, 1. 21. and yet many of you feed yoat ſelves with hopes of life ard 
Salvation , but your hopet are vain and will perifh ; be nat deceived, God 
will net be mocked , for ſuch as you ſow, ſuch ſhall you reap, Gat.s. 7, 8. 
Ye that live after the tleſh fulfilling the luſts thereof, you ſþall (urely dye (if 
you repent nor ſpeedily.) Rom.8. 13. and you that ſow to the fleth, ſhall of

Therefore Wwhiles you have the light, believe, and walk in it, leaſt 
thick darkneſs comes upon you, even ſuch darkneſs as may be felt, tie day

23, Nu. And they rhat commir ſin, and cannot ceaſe from fin, are nor they 
of the Devil, and. are not they the ſervants of fin, and fo free from righteoul- 
neſs, and have they not eyes full of adultery who cannor ceaſe from fin , are 


they not adulterated and whored from-the liggpf God, and though they pro- 
| | miſe 
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miſe liberty to themſelves and others , yet-are not they ſervants to cortuption-, 
and do not they live in the fleſh , and are they nor dead whiles they live, and 
ſo out of the true faith, and can ſuch pleaſe God, yea or nay ? 

24. 24. And they that believe in and obey Chriſt Jeſus the true light, doth 
not their faith ſtand in the power of God, and doth it not purifie their hearts, 
and give them viRory over the world, and doth nor they who witneſs (in the 
life) the manifeſtation of the Son of God » alſo witneſs that he deſtroyes the 
works of the Devi!,and takes away their fin,and makes an end of tranſgreſſjon, 
and changes their narure which was ſubjeCt to fin, and makes them partakers of 
his divine Nature,and throughly purges and ſanctifies them with his living truth, 
and doth nor that make them free from fin, and fo wakes them ſervants of righ- 
reouſneſs, and doth nor that make veſlels of honour ficted for the Maſters uſe, 
and are nor ſuch dead unto fin and alive unto God, and can ſuch live any longer 
in fn, and haviog mortified the deeds of the body through the Spirit, ſhall nor 
they live (but not to themſelves, but to God) and are not theſe Chriſts, and 
have they nor crucified the fleſh with che affections & luſts thereof, yea or nay? 

25- 24, Shall any man ſee the Lord without holineſs, and ought any to name 
the Name of Chriſt , bur thoſe that depart from iniquity, and is that the faith 
of Gods Ele& which doth nor purifie the heart, nor give victory over the world 
(bur js withour the works) or is nor this dead faich, and bur the faith of De- 
vils, and ſhall any be ſaved or juſtified by this faith, yea or vay 2? 

Conſider of theſe things ye profeſlos who ſtumble at che light, and tells peo- 
ple that none ſhall be free from fin in this life. 

26. Nu. And when is the time, and where is the place, and what is the name 
of it (if nortin his life) that wen ſhall be made free from fin, (anſwer plain- 
ly, that | may ſce how. much ye differ from the Papiſt in this particular) or do 
ye believe that corruption (and that which is imperfe&) ſhall enter inco Heas 
ven, and inherit incorruption , yea or nay * 

Anſwer theſe Qreries in plainneſs according to the Scriptures (if ye be a- 
ble) if not, then ſubmit unto the true lighr, which will let you ſee your 
thoughts, your darkneſs, your unſtableneſs, and ignorance of the Scriptures, 
and repent and believe, and wait in the true light, dthat you may come our of 
your thoughts and darkneſs, and unſtableneſs and ignorance, into that which 
the Scriptures declares of, to feel Chriſt the Saviour (from whence the light 
doth come) to redeem and fave ye from fin, and to keep ye our of your awn 
thoughts, invenrions and ig1ginations , that ſo your minds may come to be 
ſtayed and ſetled in the pow& of the Lord, which moves againſt fin. 

By one who witneſſeth God, Chriſt, the Light,the Word, the Spirit of truth (and theſe 
are one) and the Kingdem of God within me, and ſo am come to the thing that the 
Scriptures teſtifie of, which was before Scripture was, in whom tbe Scriptures ends, 
and the Tabernacle of God is witneſſed with men, ard his preſence is f It, which fil- 
leth Heaven and earth,and the Heaven of Heavens cannot contain bim,g{ory to him
